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INTRODUCTION. 




N the Introduction to the first_vokime of these Records 
a concise account of the origin of the Court Leet 
and the Court Baron, with their powers and duties, 
will be found, together with a summary of the juris- 
diction of these Courts as far as Manchester, during the latter 
half of the sixteenth century, 15 si to 1586, was concerned. As 
there pointed out, the iManchester Court Leet exercised its authority 
in the following directions : — " It saw to all sanitary matters con- 
nected with the welfare of the town generally, and it prohibited all 
nuisances of a public and private character. All middens and dung- 
hills were required to be fenced in, all privies were to be kept as 
clean as possible, and the water courses were to be left free and 
open. Swine were not permitted tg go loose in the streets, and 
horses were not to be foddered there. Various regulations for the 
inhabitants of the town (some of which read very quaintly to us at 
the present time)^ were ordered and enforced. The provisions of 
various Acts of Parliament, such as those dealing with gaming, &c., 
in public-houses, with the wearing of caps in the street, with the 
practice of archery, &c., &c., were duly seen to, and disputes between 
tenants were settled. Care was also taken to prevent idle and dis- 
solute persons settling in the town or being taken in as 'inmates' or 
lodgers. The general well-being and cleanliness of the town were 
seen to by the appointment, at every Michaelmas Court, of a large 
number of officers' whose duties, if not shown by the titles they 
bore, will be found fully explained." 



> .Such as prohibiting more than 4d. being spent by each person at wedding dinners 
and feasts, and prohibiting butter being put into short cakes, &c. (See this volume, 
pp. 5 and 102.) As regards the former, there arc very frequent references to it in this 
volume (see Index), but the amount to be spent by each person was raised from 4d. to 6d. 
(See p. 267.) 
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In this volume, which includes the period between the years 1586 
and 161 8, the attention of the Court Leet was directed in the main 
to the same subjects. From time to time, however, fresh matters 
arose which had to be attended to, and which necessitated the 
appointment of fresh officers. At the Court held 6th October, 1586, 
71 officers were elected, whilst at that held ist October, 161 7, the 
number had risen to exactly 100. The most important of the new 
subjects, which required attention during this period, were the pre- 
senting of Drunkards, according to a Statute passed in 1606 (see 
p. 254, note 2), the measuring of cloth, the appointment of officers 
to prohibit mastiff dogs and "great mungrell curs" going about 
unmuzzled in all the six chief districts of the town (see pp. loi, 
114, &c.), the presenting of persons for "forestalling and regrating" 
(see pp. 140, 162, &c.),^ and for selHng on Sundays, and lastly the 
prohibiting of the playing of football in the streets of the town. The 
latter is a singularly interesting entry, and one which I have not seen 
noticed in any account of the town of Manchester. At the Court 
held 1 2th October, 1608, the Jury presented that there had been 
great disorder hitherto in the town, and that the inhabitants had 
been "greatelye wronged & charged w"' makinge and amendinge of 
theire glasse windowes " broken yearly and spoilt by a company 
of "lewde and disordered persons vsinge that vnlawfull exercise of 
playinge w"' the ffootebale " in the streets of the town, "breakinge 
many mens windowes and glasse at theire plesures and other greate 
inormyties." (See pp. 239-40.) This was forthwith prohibited, and 
six officers were at once appointed to see the order carried out. A 
fine of 1 2d. was imposed on each player, and at the succeeding 
Courts three officers were regularly appointed "for the footeball, &c." 
The game of tip-cat, under the quaint designation of " giddy-gad dy, 
or the catt's pallett," as it was also called in the first volume (see 
pp. 205, 234), was also prohibited. 

' That is, "buying butter, cheese, eggs, aad other victuals by the wholesale and 
selling again by retail the same day." It may here be noted that by the expression 
"white meats," which occurs at every Court Leet among the list of objects to be super- 
vised by special of&cers, is rather to be understood butter, eggs, fowls, &c., than simply 
veal and pork, the "white meats" of to-day, as explained in vol. i. , p. 2, note 5. 
Several entries in this volume show the former to be the true meaning. 
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At the commencement of this volume, 6th October, 1586, John 
Lacy, Esq., was Lord of the Manor of Manchester, having purchased 
it in 1 58 1 from Sir WilHam West, Knt, Lord La Warre, and Thomas 
West, Esq., his son and heir apparent, as ah'eady stated at length, 
vol. i., p. 225;/. By indenture dated 23rd March, 1595-6, John Lacy 
sold the manor to Nicholas Mosley, "citizen and alderman of 
London," who in August, 1600, was knighted whilst Lord Mayor 
of that city. (See pp. iio-ii«.) SiR NICHOLAS MoSLEV, Knt., 
died at the Houghend Hall, \A'ithington, near Manchester, on the 
1 2th December, 161 2 (see p. 278 «), and was succeeded by his son 
and heir, Ro^YLAND MoSLEV, Esq., then 54 years of age. He only 
held the Manor of Manchester for a few years, dying at the Hough- 
end on the 23rd February, 1616-17, and leaving a son and heir, 
Edward Mosley, then only seven months old. (See pp. 3i8-i9«.) 
Of the Stewards who represented the successive lords of the manor, 
and presided at the Courts Leet, the first is Richard Szviiigle/iirst, 
gent, who first appears in October, 1582 (see vol. i., p. 229), and 
who was succeeded in October, 1601, by Thomas Heaton, gent, who 
in April, 1603, was followed by Charles Leigh, senior. In October, 

1604, Roger Downes, Esq., was Steward, but Cliarles Leigh's name 
re-appears in April, 1606, but at the following Court, October, 1606, 
Alexander Rigby, gent, was Steward, and he held this office till 
1613, when Rowland Mosley, Esq., the new lord of the manor of 
Manchester, appointed his cousin, Ostvald Mosley (of the Ancoats), 
Esq., to that office, his name first appearing at the Court held 
8th April, 1613. He was still holding it in 1618. The names of 
two deputy Stewards only are met with, William Staninaught in 
April, 1593, and Cliarles Leigh in October, 1610. 

The chief event of interest which occurred in Manchester during 
the period embraced by the contents of this volume, 1586 to 161 8, 
was the very violent outbreak of the Plague, which took place in 

1605, and of which quite 1,000 persons died. (See p. 210.) The 
whole business of the town seems to have been disorganised, no 
Court was held as usual at Michaelmas in that year, so that 
unfortunately there is nothing in these Records which gives any facts 
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of much importance relating to it. Prior to the outbreak the Court 
had taken certain precautions to endeavour to prevent the Plague 
from reaching the town (see pp. 197, 207), and subsequently it is 
occasionally mentioned. (See pp. 217, 280.) 

In the Introduction to volume i, no opportunity occurred of 
referring to the well-known volumes of selected extracts from these 
Court Leet Records, which were printed by the Chetham Society 
in 1864 and 1865 (volumes Ixiii. and Ixv.), edited by the late Mr. 
John Harland, F.S.A. These extracts originally appeared in the 
columns of the Manchester Guardian in the years 1847 ^i^d 1848, and 
were subsequently collected together and reprinted by the Chetham 
Society, with a very full introduction and many interesting and 
elaborate notes by Mr. Harland. Unfortunately these extracts were 
somewhat hurriedly made, and contain many errors and mis-readings, 
which renders them, now that the original Court Leet Records have 
been printed in full, of little or no value. The first volume of these 
extracts ended with the first volume of the original Records, April, 
1586, and the second contained extracts from the succeeding volume 
as far as October, 1602, the end of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
A series of extracts, coming down to the end of the second volume 
of the original Records, appeared in the Manchester Guardian for 
1848, but was not reprinted. Hence (with this exception) all the 
information given in this volume after the year 1602, and to be given 
in the subsequent volumes, may be looked upon as quite original, as 
it has not previously appeared in print in any form, and cannot 
be found except in these volumes. Its value and importance as 
throwing light upon the past history of Manchester cannot be over- 
estimated ; and as time goes on they will be more and more 
appreciated. 

In this volume, as in the last, the printed pages have been 
carefully compared with the original, word for word, so as to make 
them, as far as possible, an exact reproduction of the latter. In 
addition to this, as before, I have endeavoured, in editing it, to 
explain any points which were at all obscure, and also to identify the 
more important of the persons whose names occur, and to furnish 
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in as concise a manner as possible, information relating to their 
personal and family history. With this object I have specially 
examined a large number of Wills, now preserved at the Probate 
Court, Chester, as well as \-ery man)- old family deeds and papers 
which have been lent to me from time to time, so that much new 
information concerning those who played an active part in the affairs 
of ^Manchester in the latter part of the reign of Queen Elizabeth and 
the commencement of that of King James, will be found in the 
notes to these pages. These will, I hope, commend themselves to 
all who take any interest in the study of the past, and who are 
desirous of knowing more of the past history of ^Manchester and the 
neighbourhood.

He married Elizabeth, daughter of Roger Fallowes, of Chelford, 
CO. Chester, who was buried at Stockport, gth June, 1586. His will, made 26th July, 
1553, was not proved at Chester till 29th January, 1591-2. In it he mentions his two 
brothers, John and Nicholas, and Ralph, his son and heir, and his two daughters, Anne 
and Elizabeth. Mr. Winnington's property in Manchester is mentioned in vol. i., p. 197, 
3rd April, 1578. 

^ This John Radcliffe is beheved to have been a son of James Radcliffe, of Man- 
chester, and brother of Mr. William Radcliffe, " of the Conduit," gent., so frequently 
mentioned in these Records. He was one of the Constables in 1570, and Boroughreeve 
in 1574, and held many other offices in connection with the town. (See Index to vol. i.) 
By his wife, who is said to have been a daughter of George Holland, of New Hall, 
Manchester, he had a family of seven sons and two daughters. He died nth June, and 
was buried at the Collegiate Church, 13th June, 1586, as "John Radcliffe, of Man- 
chester, mercer." His l-[\qms,\t.\on post mortc!?i was taken at Manchester, 19th January, 
1586-7, Alexander, his son and heir, being "then 12 j'ears of age.

' The gutter referred to in the text seems to have been a constant source of trouble 
to the Court Leet. An "order" was made concerning it on 14th April, 1569 (see vol. i. , 
p. 126), and it is referred to again and again. Mr. Richard Hunt was the then 
representative of an old Manchester family of that name, and Mr. William RadclifTe 
was then living near the Conduit, in a house known as Pool Fold or Radchffe Hall. His 
name frequently occurs in these Records. 

^ Labrey's house probably derived its name from Robert Laborer or Labrey, who 
appears to have held a good position in the town, and who was Sergeant-at-Arms to 
Henry VH. He left three daughters, co-heirs : Elizabeth, who married William 
Hulton, of Donnington (see vol. i. , p. 26); Alice, who married Stephen Hulme, of 
iManchcater ; and another, who married Thomas Greenhalgh, of Brandlesholme, Esq. 
(see vol. i. , p. 180.) 

' This is the first time "The Cuckingstool " has been mentioned in these Records. 
This was a punishment provided for scolding women, and women of ill repute, who were 
placed in a chair fastened to the end of a long pole, or otherwise suspended over a pool 
of water, in which the delinquent was ducked from time to time. Hence this punishment 
is frequently called " the ducking stool." This form of punishment has been traced back 
to Saxon times, and it was one which belonged to every Court Leet or View of Frank 
riedgc. It was also used to punish dishonest brewers, who, at this time, were mostly 
women. " The Cuckingstool Pool " was probably the moat or pool belonging to the 
house of Mr. William RadclifTe, which was hence called Pool Fold. This house was 
situated on or near the site of the present chapel in Cross Street. The exact situation of 
the Barkhouse hill is not very clear, but it is frequently mentioned in connection with 
the Cuckingstool Pool, and was probably near it.

1 The Nether Acres and Over Acres, or the lower and higher Acres respectively, 
were two plots of land, where one of the Manchester fairs was annually held. They 
occupied the site of the present St. Ann's Square, and before St. Ann's Church could be 
erected an Act of Parliament had to be obtained to enclose the land and abolish the 
fair. This Act bears date 8th July, 1 70S, and it recites that William Baguley, of 
Kearsley, co. Lane, gent., then held a certain field or close "adjoining to the town 
of Manchester called Acres Field, wherein a fair is yearly held belonging to the manor 
of Manchester called Acres Fair," and that he was willing to give 60 yards in length 
and 50 yards in breadth " about the middle of the south side of the said close " on which 
a churchyard was to be enclosed and a church built. The old fair in the fields was to be 
abohshed, and power was given to erect buildings on the land and to make open 
streets and roads in which the fair could be held, if the owners of the manor thought fit. 
This fair was often called St. Matthew's Fair from the fact that it was established by 
Henry III. , in 1227, to be held on the eve, the day, and the morrow of the Feast of St. 
Matthew [Sept. 21]. After the alteration of the calendar, it was held on 1st October; 
and in the early part of this century it was moved from St. Ann's Square to Camp Field. 
Whitaker, writing in 1775, states that "the lessee of the lord, even within the memory 
of the present generation, was obliged to carry away his corn before the day of the fair, 
or the people were at liberty to enter the field and to trample it under their feet. "

' Lawrence Robinson was a clothier, of Salford, brother of John Robinson, of 
Strangeways, clothier (the father-in-law of Thomas Strangeways, of Strangeways, Esq.), 
who died in 1581. He is mentioned in the first volume of the Court Leet Records, 
4th April, 1583 (p. 233), as having purchased of Richard Fox the burgage in the Miln- 
gate, to which the Common Oven or Lord's Oven was attached. He was buried at the 
Collegiate Church on the loth May, 1587. In his will, dated 7th Way, 1587, and proved 
at Chester, 14th June, 1587, he desires to be buried in the parish church of Manchester, 
"nere to the ffont stone where my father and mother were buried." He mentions Alice 
hi-i wife, Robert bis son, who together with his daughters Margerie and Elizabeth were 
then unmarried ; James Bradshaw his son-in-law ; his sister Agnes, his sister Elizabeth 
Gouldstone, and his sister Elizabeth Holt. He appointed his wife Alice and James Brad- 
shaw his son-in-law to be his executors, and Mr. Nicholas Mosley, George Holt my 
brother-in-law, George Goldsmith, and Edmund Haworth my brother-in-law, to be 
over-eers.

' Edward Siddall, of Slade Hall, near Manchester, gent., was the son and heir of 
Richard Siddall, of Withington, yeoman, whose death was reported at the Court Leet 
held 29th March, 1559 (see vol. i. , p. 42). He purchased Slade Hall, gth June, 1584, 
which he rebuilt, and where he died, l8th February, 1587-8, being buried at the Collegiate 
Church on 20th February. His Inquisition /oj-/ mortem was taken at Bolton 23rd September, 
1588, and will be found in Booker's History of Birch Chapel (Chetham Society), p. 129. 
He held lands in Rusholme, Withington, and Gorton, a burgage or tenement and one 
shop in Manchester, probably that purchased by his father 28th March, 1553 (see vol. i., 
p. 10), a third part of the manor of Kersall, and messuages and lands there. George 
Siddall, his son and heir, was then 25 years of age. 

^ The name of " Richard Hunt, gent," frequently occurs in the first volume of the 
Court Leet Records (see Index), but more than one person of that name is there referred 
to. Richard Hunt the elder died in 1573 (see vol. i., p. 158), leaving a son and heir 
Richard Hunt, then of full age, whose death is now recorded. His burial took place 
at the Collegiate Church, 8th December, 1587, the Register describing him as " Richard 
Hunt, gent., householder." He married a daughter of George Latham, of Irlam, co. 
Lane, gent., by whom he had a family of five sons and three daughters. His will. 
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The Jurye doth presente that Thomas Becke^ is depted synce 
the last Courte, and that Randall Becke ys his sonne and heire and 
vnder age, & What Rente he paieth we knowe not. 

The Jurye doth psente that Thomas Brounsworde^ is depted 
synce the last Courte, and that Thomas Brounsworde is his sonne & 
heire & vnd' age, & What Rente he paieth Wee know not. 

dated 6th December, 1587, and proved at Chester 19th April, 1588, has been printed by 
the Chetham Society (Lam. ^ Ches. Wills, iij., p. 116.) He names his eight children, and 
states that he had settled all his messuages and lands in Manchester, Salford, and the 
parish of Ashton-under-Lyne, " except onelie the toUboothe the toll and stallages of 
Manchester " on certain feoffees in trust. His wife is not named in the will, and was 
probably then dead. His mother was Elizabeth, a daughter of Thomas Beck, of Man- 
chester, and she was married in or before 1556. His Inquisition post mortem states that 
he died seised of 6 burgages, 7 gardens, an orchard, and 5 acres of pasture in Manchester, 
held of John Lacy, Esq. ; a capital messuage, 40 acres of land, 10 acres of meadow, 40 
acres of pasture in Midlebroke, held of the Queen ; a messuage in Audenshaw ; 3 burgages 
in Salford, and a messuage and lands in Manchester, held of the Queen ; the house called 
the Tollebooth, and the toll and stallage of Manchester, held in socage by fealty and 
suit at the chief courts of John Lacy, lord of Manchester, and a rent oi £^ John, his son 
and heir, was aged 12 years. 

' Thomas Beck was the son of Robert Beck, of Manchester, who died in 1556 (see 
vol. i., p. 32), and whose will is dated 17th December, 1556. He was then under age, but 
was of age in 1574 {see vol. i.,p. 168), and held the of&ceof Boroughreeve, October, 1581-2. 
His will, dated 23rd January, 1587-8, was proved at Chester, 15th February, 1587-8. He 
describes himself as ' ' Thomas Becke, of Manchester, gent. ," and desired to be buried in 
Jesus Chapel, in the parish church there. He mentions Ehzabeth, his wife, Randle, his 
son and heir apparent, and his two younger children, Robert and Eleanor. He leaves a 
barn and garden, &c., to Margaret Hunt, wife of William Hunt, for her life, and refers 
to certain indentures made between him and Thomas Bunberrie and John Nuthall, gents. , 
"for the establishing of all my inheritance." He appoints Thomas Bromfort, clothier, 
and Thomas Grymesdiche, his brother-in-law, his executors, and his loving friends Adam 
Byrom, gent. , and William Robinson to be overseers. The inventory of his goods was 
taken 5th February, 1587-8. His Inquisition /oj^ mortem, taken on the 23rd September, 
1588, states that he died seised of messuages and lands in Newton, Manchester, Salford, 
Newham, and Barton. One of his messuages in Manchester then divided into three was 
formerly one, and called the Broadlache. He died 24th January, 1587-8. Randle, his 
son and heir, Avas aged 8 years and 10 months. 

= Thomas Brownsword's name frequently occurs in the first volume of the Court Leet 
Records (see Index). He was one of the two Constables in 1580, and he and his son 
and heir Thomas, then under 14 years of age, are named in April, 1582 (see vol. i., 
p. 226). His wife was Ellen, daughter of Francis Pendleton, of Manchester, merchant, 
and Cicely his wife, to whom he was married at the Collegiate Church, 13th October, 1573. 
He was in business in Manchester as a clothier, and his will, dated 2iEt March, 1587-8, 
was proved at Chester in 1588. He mentions Thomas, his son and heir, Ellen, then his 
wife, Isabel, his daughter, and refers to three leases held under the Trafifords, a messuage 
in Stretford, certain closes called the Yeldhouses, a lease of lands at Sutars Brooke, and

inventory filed with the will. His widow, Ellen, died in 1588; her will, dated 29th 
September, 1588, was proved at Chester 25th October in that year.

1 Ralph Proudlove was the son of Ralph Proudlove, who was Boroughreeve from 
4th October, 1570 to 1571, and one of the two Constables in 1579. The father died in 
1580 (see vol. i. , p. 215), leaving Ralph Proudlove, his son and heir, then under age. He 
was of age in 1583, and did his suit and service at the Court held 8th October in that 
year (see vol. i. , p. 238). His burial took place at the Collegiate Church on 12th April, 
1588, as Rauflfe Proudlove, of Manchester, householder, when he must have been about 
26 years of age. His Inquisition /w/ mortem, taken at Wigan, loth October, 4th James 
[1606], nearly 20 years after his death, supplies some interesting particulars. He died 
seised of 2 burgages and a garden in Manchester, and 2 cottages in Le Withingreve, and 
3 cottages, I barn, 4 gardens, and 2 closes of land in Le Todelane and Caldarse in Man- 
chester, late in the separate tenures of Anne Proudlove, widow, Ralph Proudlove, and 
others. He made his will 8th April, 1588, and, in default of any issue by his wife, 
Margaret, he bequeathed the one half of his lands, &c., to his next-of-kin, George 
Proudlove, and his heirs for ever ; and the other half to his sister, Ellen Goodyer, and 
her heirs for ever; and of the said will he made the said George Proudlove and Thomas 
Goodyer, now [1606] deceased, his executors. He died seised of these lands, &c., on 
the 8th April, 1588, without issue, and Margaret, his wife, died 20th January, 1599-1600, 
and the Jury say that the said George Proudlove is next-of-kin and heir of the said 
Ralph, and at the day of taking this Inquisition is 21 years of age and upwards, and that 
the said Ellen Goodyer died 7th August, 1591, and that Robert Goodyer is her son and 
heir [age not given]. This Inquisition is not now to be found in the Record Office, 
London, and so is not given in the volume of Lancashire Inqnisiiions, Stuart Period, 
printed by the Record Society. An official copy, signed by James Massey, the Deputy 
Escheator, is preserved amongst the muniments of the Corporation, from which the 
above particulars have been taken.

November, 1578, having been proved at Chester, 20th January, 1578-9. He describes 
himself as Edward Bent, of Hulme, within the parish of Eccles, gent., and desired to be 
buried in the church or churchyard of Eccles. He devised all his messuages, lands, &c. , 
in Lancashire and Cheshire, to John Bent, his eldest son, and his heirs, with remainder 
successively to his younger sons Alexander Bent and Hamlet Bent, in tail, and in default 
of any such issue, then to his daughters Sibell Bent, Ellen Bent, and Anne Bent, and their 
heirs. He leaves all his implements of husbandry to his son and heir John Bent, in 
consideration that he will be a good brother unto the rest of his brothers and sisters, " as 
he hath promised me before James Perre, Richard Gregorie, Richard Bent, Hugh Bent, 
William Hawood, and John Smith." His goods are to be divided into three parts, one 
part to his wife, one part to his children, and one part to himself, out of which " the 
costs and charges of my forth bringinge " and certain legacies are to be paid. He made 
Anne, his wife, George Latham, gent., Humfrey Barlowe the elder, and Richard 
Bent, his executors, and desired Richard Harward to be overseer. John Bent (who at 
the time of his father's death was under age) was married at Flixton, 3rd February, 
1584-5, to Anne, daughter of Leonard Ashawe, of the Shawe, in Flixton, gent. 
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The Jury dothe ffynde that Edwarde Rilstonne' sonne and heire 
of James Rilston is att lawffull age & is to doe his fealty at the next 
Leete but one.

This Edward Rillston 
must at this time have been 26 years of age, as he matriculated at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, 20th July, 1578, being then aged 16. He became M.A. and Fellow of his College, 
afterwards B. D. and Vice-Principal, and died at Oxford, l. 1624-5, without issue. 
Hollinworth, in his MS. Mancmiiensis in the Chetham Library, written 1. 1650, thus 
speaks of this Manchester worthy : — " Edward Ridlestone borne in Manchester was 
vice-principall of Brasen-nose Colledge, a very pious man much honored by the whole 
vniuersity whose preaching was w"> such life and power and in such evidences and 
demonstration of the sp* [spirit] that his hearers were ordinarily struck w* feare and 
reu'ence [reverence] if not w*' terror."

• Sir Edmund Trafford, Knt. (son and heir of Sir Edmund Trafford, Knt. , by Anne, 
his wife, daughter of Sir Alexander Radcliffe, of Ordsall, Knt.), was returned as heir to 
his father at the Court held 3rd April, 1567 (see vol. i., p. 108). He was twice married, first to 
Mary, daughter of Lord Edmund Howard, third son of Thomas, second duke of Norfolk, 
by whom he had no issue ; and, secondly, to Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Ralph Leycester, 
of Toft, CO. Chester, Knt., and the widow of Sir Randle Mainwaring, of Peover, co. 
Chester, Knt. This second marriage took place before 1567, when he entered his pedigree 
in the ^"isitation of Lancashire taken in that year. By his second wife he had an only 
son and heir, Edmund, and two daughters, Elizabeth and Margaret. He was buried at 
the Collegiate Chmch, Manchester, 21st May, 1590. His will is not known, but the 
inventory of his effects, taken 27th May, 1590, has been printed by the Chetham Society 
(Lane. &= C/ies. JF/Z/j, &=!". , vol.ij., p. 72). In this there is mention of the Chapel chamber, 
the falconer's chamber, and the schoolmaster's chamber at his house at Traiford. His 
Inquisition fast mortem was taken in 1590. 

^ Sir John Radchffe, of Ordsall, Knt. (the second son and heir of Sir William Radcliffe, 
of Ordsall, Knt., who died 12th October, 1568, by Margaret, his wife, daughter of Sir 
Edmund Trafford, of Trafford, Knt.), was bom about 1536, being 32 years of age at his 
father's death. His elder brother, Sir Alexander Radcliffe, Knt., died without issue 26th 
September, 1568, a fortnight or so before his father. Sir John married Anne, daughter 
and heir of Thomas Asshawe, of the Hall on the Hill, co. Lane, Esq., by whom he had 
five sons and four daughters. He was knighted about 1578, and was buried at the 
Collegiate Church, nth February, 1589-90. His widow survived him till 1630. He 
begins his will with the words "Jesus esto mihi Jesu " and desires to be buried " in the 
chauncell in the church of Manchester betwixte the quire doorc and the stepps amongstc 
myne auncestors, beinge the bureall [place] of thinheritauncc of this house, they of the 
churche havinge the disposicon of the clothe of the herse after the same hath continued 
over the dead corps by the space of one whole yeare."

' Thomas Lloghton, of the Lea, co. Lane, Esq., was a younger son (the second of 
that name) of Sir Richard Hoghton, of the Lea, Knt., who died 5th August, 1559. His 
elder brother, Thomas Hoghton, senior, died in 1580, leaving an only daughter, Jane, 
then 26 years of age ; and his next elder brother, Alexander Hoghton, of tlie Lea, Esq. , died 
in 1581, without legitimate issue (his will, dated 3rd August, and proved 12th September, 
1 581, has been printed by the Chetham Society, Wills, vol. ij. , p. 287). Thomas Hoghton 
died 2lst November, 1589, leaving issue by Anne, his wife (daughter of Henry, son and 
heir of .Sir Henry Kighlcy, Knt.), five sons and two daughters. His Inquisition post 
mortem was taken nth January, 1589-90.

Chester, Esq.), married, before 1545, Isabel, one of the daughters and co-heirs of George 
Trafford, of the Garrett, Esq. (see vol. i., p. 44), by whom he had issue. His son and 
heir, Robert Legh, died in his father's lifetime, leaving by his wife, Eleanor, daughter of 
Randle Spurstowe, Esq., several children, of whom George Legh, his son and heir, was 
heir to his grandfather. The " cousin " in the text means literally coiuanguineus, or 
" next-of-kin." Thomas Legh's will, dated 29th October, 1589, and proved 21st January, 
1589-90, has been printed by the Chetham Society, Lane. &• dies. Wills., vol. ij., p. 90. 
The arms of Thomas Legh and Isabel Trafford were, till quite lately, to be seen in the 
west window of the chapel at High Legh. 

- Thomas Strangeways, of Strangeways, Esq., was the son and heir of William 
Strangeways, Esq., whose death was announced at the Court held 3rd October, 1565 
(see vol. i., p. 93). He married Alice, daughter and heir of John Robinson, of Strangeways, 
clothier (who died in 1581), the marriage settlement being dated 2nd August, 1572. He 
died l8th March, and was buried at the Collegiate Church, 21st March, 1589-90. His 
Inquisition /ipj-;' niorteiii was taken at Bolton on 20th March, 1592-3, when John, his son 
and heir, was aged 20 years, 8 months, and 20 days. He died seised of a capital 
messuage called Strangwayes Hall, and of 200 acres of land, 10 acres of wood, 300 acres 
of pasture, 80 acres of meadow, and 50 acres of moor land, in Strangwayes and Chetham, 
and various messuages, lands, and tenements in Manchester, Salford, Rusholme, &c. 
Strangwayes Hall, with its lands, &c. , was held of the Earl of Derby, as of his manor 
of Pilkington, in socage by the rent of 4 barbed arrows yearly. — (See Harland's Man- 
dicster Collectanea (Chetham Society), vol. ij., p. 142.) 

3 William Holland, of Clifton, Esq., was the son and heir of Thomas Holland, of 
Clifton, Esq. (who was buried at Eccles, 30th November, 1565), by Ellen, his wife, 
daughter of Thomas Langley, of Agecroft, Esq. He was unmarried, and had survived 
his two younger brothers, Robert and Thomas, who were both living in 1565, but who 
alio died unmarried.

And afterwards he took to wife the said Ellen, and the said Ellen is 
now alive at Manchester, and they had issue the said Edmund Willott and Isabel and 
Marl,' Willott. The said Edmund died the 23rd July, 1590, and the said Isabel and Mary 
are his sisters and next heirs, the former being aged at the time of his death 27 years, 
5 months, and 5 days, and the latter 18 years, 11 months, and 7 days. It may be added 
that Ellen Willott, the widow, married for her second husband Thomas Cogan, Master 
of Arts and Bachelor of Physic, the High Master of the Manchester Grammar School, 
and she was buried at Manchester, 30th December, 161 1. Mary Willott subsequently 
married George Tipping, of Manchester, Hnen draper, and had issue. 

• At the Court held 7th April, 1575, it was presented that John Glover, the second 
son of John Glover, his father, deceased, was, by the gift of his father, heir to a burgage in 
Manchester.

To Philip 
Gosnell he bequeathed " all my books towching chirurgery and phisicke and all my 
bookes of presidents [precedents] savinge my books of presidents towchinge ecclias- 
ticall or civill causes w^i^ I give &c. to M' Thomas Richardson Deane of Manchester." 
To his brother Edward he left "my dublett of ash cooler [colour] v)^^ the silver buttons 
uppon the same and one payre of breeches quilted and stiched w"' red silke. " To his 
cousin Wilham Glover he bequeathed some books, and others to " M"' Deane of Man- 
chester" {i.e., Mr. Richardson above-named, the Rural Dean); to his cousin Richard 
Shalcrossa "goulde ringe w* a stone called an amitist" [amethyst], and to James 
Lancashire "my yewe bowe w*!- the redd handle and all my hoyling arrowes. " In his 
inventory, his pictures, the great picture, 3 bowes, his arrowes and quiver, 3 gold rings, a 
siteron [a cittern, a musical instrument like, a guitar], a stonn bowe [a stone bow, a strong 
cross-bow for shooting stones], and his books are mentioned.

" At the Court held 19th April, 1582 (see vol i., p. 226), the death of Nicholas Beck 
(who was a younger son of Thomas Beck, of Manchester) was announced, and it was 
returned that Thomas Beck, his son and heir, was then under age. Having now come 
of age, he was ordered to appear at the next Court and do his suit and service. 

' Alice Pendleton was the widow of George Pendleton, whose death was announced 
at the Court held 7th April, 1 586. (See vol. i. , p. 258. ) They had an only daughter and 
heiress. Cicely, who married John Croxton, the son and heir of William Croxton, of 
Ravenscroft, co. Chester, gent. The will of Alice Pendleton, made in 1588, and proved at 
Chester 31st July, 1591, has been printed by the Chetham Society ('Zr7«t.

She mentions her daughter and her husband, and their children, George, 
Geoffrey, and Susannah Croxton, and leaves a great many legacies to various members 
of the Gee family, her own relations, she being the daughter of Edward (or as I now 
think it should be, more correctly, John) Gee, of Manchester.

The Jurye dothe presente that the Righte Honorable Henrj-e 
Earle of Darbye ' ys depted since the laste Leete and that the Righte 
Honorable ffardinando nowe Earle of Derbye ys his sonne and heare 
and at full age and }-s to doe his sute and service. 

' Henry, Earl of Derby, was the son and heir of Edward, Earl of Derby, whose death 
was announced at the Court held 26th March, 1573. (See vol. i., p. 154.) His funeral 
certificate, which occurs amongst the Knowsley evidences, is as follows (Lane. Funeral 
Certifieates, Chetham Society) : — 

"The Ryght Hon*"'' Henrye Erie of Derbye Lord Stanley and Strange of Knockin, 
Lord and Govemour of the Isle of Man and the Isles, Knight of the most Noble 
Order of y^ Garter, Chamberlain of the Citye and Countye of Chester and one of 
the Quenes JIaiesties hon'able Pnvye Counsell deceased att his house called Lathome 
in Lancashire on y' 25"" daye of September in y' yere of our Lord 1593 and was 
hon'ably buryed at Ormeschurch with his auncestors. 

"He married Margarett sole child of Henry [Clifford] [second] Erie of Cumber- 
land by his wife Alianore one of y' dowters and coheires of Charles Duke of Suffolk, 
K.G. by his wife Marie, youngest dowter to Kinge Henry VII and sometyme Queene 
dowager of France. 

" By his saide wife who still survives, he had issewe i . Edward Lord Strange, who 
died when younge, 2. Ferdinando, son and heyre, now Erie of Derby, and who ys 
wedded and hath issewe, 3. Francis, who predeceased his father, 4. William the 
youngest sone as yett unmaryed. 

" The fifunerall obseruances and ceremonyes were prosecuted about this moost 
noble personage cheiflye by one who fell well his unworthynes and unhabylyties to 
engage in soe grete a mater." 
To this Certificate the late Canon Raines has added eleven pages of very interesting 
notes. In 1579 it is stated the Earl was then residing chiefly at Aldport Lodge, near 
Manchester (see Peck's Z'w/i/cra/fl: Curiosa); and in 1581 he made agrant of the Keeper- 
ship of Aldport Park to Edmund I'rcstwich, Esq., which is worth quoting here, as it has

He states that " for the love and goodwill, which I beare 
to my servante Edmonde Prestwiche Esq., I have given and granted to him the office of 
Keper as well of my Parke called Allporte Parke as alsoe of my howse within the saide 
Parke and all Beddinge and Implementes within the saide howse, together with one 
j'earlie ffee or wages of ffyftie three shillings ffoure pens for thexercysing of the said 
office.'' The said Edmund Prestwich was to hold the said office during the Earl's will and 
pleasure, either by himself or a sufficient deputy, in "as full large and ample manner as 
my servante Edward Leghe Esquier late hadd or enjoyed the same." Dated i ith July, 
\<i%\.— {Raines' MSS. xxiv., f. 53.) 

The Household Regulations of this Earl of Derby, and a Diary containing the names 
of his friends and guests from 1586 to 1590, have been printed by the Chetham Society 
(vol. xxxj. ), and the volume is illustrated by a copy of his portrait from the original at 
Worden Hall. His will is dated 21st September, 1593, and his "Funerall" was solemnized 
with much state at Ormskirk on 4th December, 1593. 

1 John Culcheth, of Culcheth, Esq., was the son and heir of Gilbert Culcheth, of 
Culcheth, Esq., whose death was announced at the Court held 4th October, 1559. (See 
vol. i., p. 51.) He married Cicely, daughter of Sir Thomas Southworth, of Samlesbury, 
CO. Lane. , Knt. , by whom he had issue John, his son and heir, Thomas, Gilbert, and Mary, 
who were all living in 1567. Neither his will nor his Inquisition post mortem appear to 
be known. 

^ Richard Piatt, of Piatt, in Rusholme, near Manchester, gent., was the eldest son 
and heir of John Piatt, of Piatt, gent., whose death was announced at the Court held 
29th March, 1554. (See vol. i., p. 10.) He was buried at the Collegiate Church, 
Manchester, 3rd June, 1593. His Inquisition post mortem, which was taken at Wigan, 
loth September, 1593, shows that he died seised of a messuage and lands in Rusholme, 
and a house and garden in Manchester. _ Edmund Piatt, his grandson and heir, was then 
8 years, 8 months, and 27 days old. His will, dated 4th August, 1590, was proved at 
Chester, 13th June, 1593. He names his wife, Isabel, and his daughter, Isabel, and 
states that he had preferred all the rest of his daughters in marriage. He also mentions 
his grandchildren, but not by name, and his brother, William Piatt.

His eldest son and heir, Thomas, named in the te.xt, settled in London, 
where he became a mercer, and where he was living in 1633, when he entered a very 
full pedigree of his family in the Visitation of London taken in that year. John, the 
second son, also named in the text, settled in Manchester. Ralph Sorocold made his 
will, loth September, 1593, desiring to be buried in the parish church of Manchester, 
" near to the place where I used to sit in time of divine service." He bequeathed all his 
lands, "except my house I dwell in, purchased of George Chadderton, of the Lees, gent.," 
to Thomas Sorocold, his son and heir, and to his heirs for ever, and the said house, above 
excepted, to John Sorocold, his second son, and his heirs for ever. He left his per- 
sonality among Katherine, his wife, and his ten younger children, John, Ellen, Margaret, 
Katherine, Anne, William, Mary, Ralph, Elizabeth, and Sarah. He mentions Richard 
Parsyvall, his brother-in-law, Margery Sorocold, "my mother-in-law" [i.e., step-mother), 
Thomas Sorocold, his late father, deceased, his brother, John Sorocold, and his wife, 
and Katherine Persyvall, his sister. To Edmund Heywood, "my mylner," he left ics., 
and to John Chorlton, "one syde cloke of London Russet, without lyning," and to his 
cousin, Margaret Prestwich, one hooped ring of gold. He also desired that his son 
Thomas would suffer "the Lycence which I caused to be takene in his name " to be used 
for six years after his decease, for and towards the preferment and helping of his ten 
younger children. And he desired that "ray patent of Christ's Church in Oxforde," 
and all his leases should not be sold, but should be used for the benefit of his wife and 
younger children, and he appointed his wife and eldest son his executors ; and Edmund 
Prestwich, Esq., William Fox, gent., Symon Malone, and Adam Hulme, overseers. 
There is now no inventory with the will, which was proved at Chester, 9th November, 
1595. Ralph Sorocold was one of the Constables in 1580, and Boroughreeve, October, 
1585-1586. His widow, Katherine, married about 1597 for her second husband Thomas 
Goodier, of Manchester. She died in 1598, and he shortly afterwards; and after his 
death several suits took place in the Court of Chancery between the Sorocolds and 
Robert Goodier, the son and heir of Thomas Goodier, by his first wife, on account of the 
money and the leases left by Ralph Sorocold, the father. These suits were not decided 
till 1602, the arbitrator's award being dated 21st June, 1602.

He was of age 
in 1591, and was ordered at the Court held 6th October, 1591 (see p. 58), to appear and 
do his suit and service. His brother Robert, named in the text, was baptised at the 
Collegiate Church, 17th November, 1577, another brother of that name, baptised there 
7th December, 1573, having died young. Among the Corporation muniments is an 
Inquisition post iiioytcm taken at Bolton-in-the-Moors, 6th September, 1598, after the 
death of Thomas Beck. The Jury say that he had died seised of one messuage and one 
parcel of land, and one improvement of land in Manchester, held of Nicholas Moseley, 
Esq. , as of his manor of Manchester, by Knight's service. He is there said to have died 
20th March, 40th Elizabeth [1597-8], which is clearly a mistake ; and that Robert Beck, 
his brother and next heir, was at the time of the taking of the Inquisition of the age of 
20 years, which is correct.

He was buried at FlL^jton 6th January, 1594-5, being described in the Register as 
"Leonard Ashall, Esq." In his will dated 31st December, 1594, and proved at 
Chester 27th January, 1594-5, he mentions his wife Elizabeth (who survived him till 
161 1), his son Leonard, and his daughters Alice, Judith, and Ellen. The inventory 
of his effects is of interest, as it specifies the various rooms in his house, the Shaw, at 
Fli.xton, with their contents.

^ Nicholas Langford or Longford, of Longford, co. Derby, Esq., was the son and 
heir of Sir Ralph Longford, Knt., whose ancestor, Nigel de Longford, acquired the 
manor of Withington, and other lands near Manchester, on his marriage with Cicely, 
daughter and co-heiress of Matthew de Hathersage. By the courtesy of Lord Egerton 
of Tatton, the owner of the manor of Withington, I have had an opportunity of 
examining the deeds relating to the conveyance of that manor, referred to in the text. By 
a deed, dated 2nd December, 1588, Nicholas Longford, Esq., devised to Sir Christopher 
Hatton, K.G., Lord Chancellor of England, the manors of Withington and Hough 
after the death of Jlartha, one of the daughters of Sir Robert Southwell, Knt., in case 
he, the said Nicholas, should die without issue. Nicholas Longford afterwards married 
the said Martha, but she died without issue ; and he subsequently married, in I595> 
Margaret, daughter of Thomas Markham, of Kirkby Bellairs, co. Leicester, Esq. , but 
had no issue by her. On the loth July, 1595, Sir Robert Cecil, Knt., " one of her high- 
ness' Privy Council," Hugh Beeston, of parish of St. Clement Danes, co. Middlesex, 
Esq., Michael Hicks, of London, Esq., and Humfrey Flint, of Collyweston, co. 
Northampton, yeoman, purchased from Sir William Hatton, Knt. (the then deceased Lord 
Chancellor's nephew and heir), for ^2,660, his reversionary interest in the said manors ; 
and by deed dated 30th July, 1595, Nicholas Longford, Esq., conveyed to the said Sir 
Robert Cecil, &c., in consideration of ;^2,I00, "all the manor or manors, lordship or 
lordships, of Withington and Hough, and the capital messuage called the Hough," with 
all their appurtenances and lands, &c., in Withington, Hough, Manchester, Didsbury, 
Chorlton, Rusholme, Houghton, Bumage, Fallowfield, and Denton, except one mes- 
suage [the Houghsend House] and 18 acres of land, lately conveyed to Nicholas Mosley, 
Esq. This is the conveyance referred to in the text. Sir Robert Cecil, Knt., was the 
second son of Lord Burghley, and was by James L created successively Baron Cecil, 
Viscount Cranboume, and Earl of Salisbury. Hugh Beeston, Esq., was probably one 
of the sons of Sir George Beeston, of Beeston, co. Chester, Knt. , who was living at this 
time. It may be added here that by deed, dated 12th December, 1597, Sir Robert Cecil, 
Knt., "Principal Secretary to the Queens most excellent Majesty, Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, and one of her highness' Privy Council," Hugh Beeston, &c., 
conveyed these manors and lands for ;^8,oco to Rowland Mosley, son and heir apparent 
of Nicholas Mosley, Citizen and Alderman of London. Nicholas Longford was a Catholic 
recusant, and in these deeds there is mention of a writ of Privy Seal, granted i6th June, 
1592, to Sir William Hatton, then of Holdenby, co. Northampton, Knt., whereby ho 
became entitled to the various fines to which Mr. Longford was liable for not repairing 

to church, &c. 

= OswaldMoseley was the eldest son of Edward Moseley, of Hough End, in Withington, 

gent, whose death was reported to the Court Leet held 19th April, 1571. (See vol. i., 

p. 138.) He was a clothier in Manchester, and died in 1622. 
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the Garret^ of Sir Thomas Gerrarde" knighte and that the sayde 
Oswoulde is to come in and doe his sute and service, but what rente 
ys due to the lorde wee knowe not. 

The Jurye dothe presente that Nicholas Jepson' ys departed 
since the laste Courte and that Roberte Jepson ys his sonne and 
heire and at lawfull age, and oughte to come & doe his sute and 
service.

Nicholas Jepson made his will 13th June, 1595, proved at Chester, 23rd 
July, in that year. In it he mentions his wife, Robert and John, his sons, and his 
daughters, Alice, wife of Robert Brooke, Ellen, wife of Laurence Wallworth, Margaret, 
wife of Richard Whitworth, Jane, wife of Robert Barlow, Mary and Martha, unmarried.

As already shown (see vol. i., p. 225;?), the manor of Man- 
chester was purchased for ;^3,ooo by John Lacy, citizen and clothworker of London, 
from Sir Wilham West, Knt., Lord la Warre, by indenture dated 15th May, 1579, and 
a fine of the same was levied and a recovery suffered on 7th August, 1581. By an 
indenture dated 23rd March, 1595-6, made between "John Lacye Citezein and Cloth- 
worker of London " on the one part, and " Nicholas Moseley Citezein and Alderman of 
London and Rowlande Moseley sonne and heire apparant of the saide Nicholas " on the 
other part, in consideration of the sum of ;^3,500, the former conveyed to the latter "all 
that the Mannor Lordeshipp and Seignory of Manchester in the countie of Lancaster by 
whatsoeuer name addicion or title the same be comonly called or knowen by Together 
with all and all manner of landes tenements rents reuercions services and hereditaments 
whatsoever with theire appurtenaunces to the said Mannor Lordeshipp Hundred or

It is also covenanted that the said 
"John Lacye and Helene nowe his wief and Rowlande Lacye eldest sonne and heire 
apparaunt of the said John Lacye " will do all that is necessary to make a legal and 
absolute conveyance of the said manor and premises to the said Nicholas Moseley, and 
at the Lent Assizes, 39th Elizabeth [1597], a recovery was duly suffered. 

It is worthy of note that among the deeds in the possession of the Corporation is one 
dated the i6th Jul)', 22nd Elizabeth [1580], by which John Lacy appoints his'Movinge 
ffrendes Christopher Anderton gentleman and nicholas moseley citizen and clothworker 
of london " his true and lawful attornies to take possession of the manor of Manchester, 
which had become forfeited by the non-payment of the ;^3,ooo advanced by Lacy, and 
due on the 20th May, 1580. (See vol. i. , p. 225;/.) This deed is endorsed that on the

He was twice married, (i) to Margaret, daughter of Hugh 
Whitbroke, of Bridgenorth, co. Salop, gent. , by whom he left issue ; and (2) to Elizabeth, 
daughter of John Rookes, gent., and widow of ... . Hendley, of the city of London, 
gent, who survived him till 161 7, but by whom he had no issue. — (Mosley Family Memoirs^

His will, dated 29th 
May, and proved 15th July, 1598, has been printed by the Chetham Society (Lane. &» 
Chcs. Wills, iij., p. 103). He desires his body to be buried "in the Collegiate Church of 
Manchester in my ffunerall place there," and mentions Edmund, his son and heir, 
Ralph, Ellis, John, and Thomas, his younger sons, on whom he entailed his lands in 
Lancashire and Lincolnshire. He also names Margaret, his wife, and his younger 
daughters, Isabel and Ellen, his loving brother, Mr. Edward Brereton, and his son-in-law, 
Leonard Ashawe, gent., and his brother-in-law, Robert Leigh. To his son and heir, 
Edmund, he bequeathed "my cheyne of gould and all the glasse in every wyndow in the 
hall p'lars [parlours] and chambers belonging to Hulme Hall and also all the waynscott 
and seelinge standinge in every place of the sayd hall chambers and p'lars. " Edmund, 
his son and heir, who was at this time about 21 years of age, married Margaret, daughter 
of Edward Erereton, of ^Yhickleswick, Esq., a younger son of Sir Urian Brereton, of 
Handforth, co. Chester, Knt. , and had issue. Margaret, daughter of Edmund Prestwich, 
senior, who had married Leonard Ashawe, of the Shawe, gent. , was then dead, having 
been buried at Flixton, nth November, 1596. Isabel, another daughter, married 
Arthur Dee, M.D., son of John Dee, Warden of Manchester; and Ellen, another 
daughter, married Adam Byrom, of Salford, gent. 

" At the Court held 29th March, 1559, Ralph Byrom was returned as son and heir 
to his father, George Byrom, of Salford, merchant (see vol. i., p. 43) ; and at the Court 
held mh April, 1577, being then of age, he appeared and did his fealty. (See vol. i., 

pp. 183 and 187.) He married Jane, daughter of Mr Bate, of Knutsford, co. 

Chester, by whom he had issue, Ralph, his son and heir, baptised at Manchester, 19th 
November, 1578, who died unmarried in May, 1599 (see p. 152); Adam, who succeeded 
his brother Ralph; George, Humphrey, and Edmund, and four daughters, Mary, 
Margaret, Elizabeth, and Jane. (See Byrom Pedigrees, Chetham Society.) He died 
loth July, and was buried at the Collegiate Church, 12th July, 1598. His will, dated 
28th June, 1598, recited in his Inquisition post mortem, is not now to be found at Chester, 
but the inventory of his goods, &c., is there. This, which is six yards in length, consists 
of narrow sheets of parchment stitched together. It enumerates all the rooms in his 
house and outbuildings, with their contents, his "horsefleshe," his "gould or plate," 
which included "one Duble Suffrance," valued at 20s., &c. There is also "a note of 
the funerall expenses," which contains some curious items, "for the funerall dynner 
ix" xv» iiij'i ;" "for Ringinge and the mynister xviij'i ; for the Company in the Quier 
iij» iiij'i . the Bellman and mason ij» iiij"" ; for makinge fyne morninge weedes xxix" x"" ; 
for the funerall sermon to Mr. Heaton x" ; for a coffyne vj" ; for windinge the Corps 
iij» viij''; for makinge the poors gownes vj«; for ij black ruggs for the poore ij" viij"; to 
Nicholas Hartley for fyne blaks xx» j» ix"!;" the total amount being £^,0 l8s. sd. His 
Inquisition /i;j-/ mortem, taken at Wigan, 4th January, 1598-9, states that he died seised 
inter alia of 20 messuages, 20 gardens, and 330 acres of land in Darcy Lever, held from 
Nicholas Mosley, Esq., as of his manor of Manchester, by knight's service ; and also 
messuages and lands in Salford, Manchester, Devehulme [Davyhulme], and Bolton-le- 
Moors. Ralph, his son and heir, was then aged 20 years and 6 months. 
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The Jurye dothe presente that Humffrey Haughton^ ys depted 
since the last Leete and that John Haughton is his sonne and heire 
and at full age, and ys to come in to doe his sute and service.

• Humphrey Haughton, of Manchester, clothier, was the brother of John Haughton, 
of Manchester, draper, whose death was reported at the Court held 7th October, 157S. 
(See vol. i., p. 201.) He was twice married, one of his wives being Anne, daughter of 
Thomas Beck, of Manchester. He had issue John, his son and heir, and Anne, who 
married Rowland Mosley, of Hough End, gent., son and heir apparent of Nicholas 
Mosley, Esq. In his will, dated I2tli April, 1598, he desires "to be buried in Jesus 
Chappell in the parish church of Manchester neere to the place where my wiues be 
buried," and leaves los. "towards the repaire of Jesus Chappell," 20' "towards the 
repaire of the church of Manchester, I meane the parish part," and £;} "towards 
the maintaineing of Crosford Bridge, and uppon the abbutments and repair of the 
bankes for the defence of the bridge." He also leaves "towards the repaire of the 
Cundytt in Manchester 20s. and I do forgive the ouerseers of the said Cundytt all 
such money as I have heretofore layd downe for mending the same " and he bequeaths 
to the poor of Manchester and Salford, ;^5, and to "10 poore shearemenin Manchester" 
2s. each, and to the poor of Stopport and Norbery, 20s., and " to repaire the payment 
[pavement] between Stopport and Manchester" los. To twelve poor men and women 
he leaves, "a gowne of Manchester Rugge or Ratchdall ffrice. " He mentions his 
sister-in-law. Cicely Haughton, and his cousins [i.e. nephews] Humphrey Haughton, 
minister, and John Haughton, his brother. To his cousin [i.e. nephew, son of John 
Haughton, his brother, deceased], Ralph Haughton's children, he leaves each, "a silver 
spoone such as are dayly used in the house," and to his (the testator's) son, John 
Haughton, he leaves, "a gilt salt and cover, a dozen of apostle spoones and a gold 
ringe with two letters of my name," and to "Anne Moseley my daughter the same 
things but she to chuse w«'' salt and spoones she will have and a ringe which was her 
mothers my late wife.'' He also names his grandchildren Anne and Edward Moseley; 
James Baguley, and William Baguley, his son, and "my daughter-in-law Alice Hulton 
and her children. " He appoints his son, executor, and " my brother-in-law Mr. 
Nicholas Moseley, my cossin Raffe Houghton and Robert Leigh to be overseers." 

^ At the Court held ist October, 1561, Henry Gee, son of John Gee, deceased, was 
acknowledged to be heir to two burgages in Manchester, late in the holding of Richard 
Shalcross, deceased. (See vol. i., p. 67.) He was one of the Constables in 1576, and 
Boroughreeve in 1581. He was living in 1588, and with his children, Edward, Henry, 
Elizabeth, and Margaret, is mentioned in the will of his sister, Alice Pendleton. 

■'" From the will of Edward Janney, of Manchester, merchant, who died in 1553 (see 
vol. i., p. 7), it appears that he left most of his houses, &c. , in Manchester, after his 
wife's death, to Henry Allen. At the Court held 5th October, 1580, Henry Allen was 
found to be heir to his brother, Edward Allen. (See vol. i., p. 215.) His Inquisition 
pasf mortem states that he held two messuages and one garden in Manchester, of 
Nicholas Mosley, Esq., as of his manor of Manchester, and that George Allen, his son 
and heir, was aged 12 years.

Pendleton, of Manchester, linen draper, whose death was announced at the Court held

That 
euery Baker haue his marke according to the Statute, that their breade bee wholesome 
and wel baked, that they sell but onely twelue to the dozen, that no loaues bee made 
but either of j"* ij'' or iiij"" at the furthest.

' At the Court held nth April, 1588 (see p. 20), Randle Beck was returned as heir 
to his father, Thomas Beck, then deceased. Thomas Beck's Inquisition post mortem, 
taken in 15S8, states that he died seised of three burgages in Manchester, formerly one, 
and called Broad Lache, held of the Queen, two other burgages in the Marketstid, 
and one other in Marketstid Lane, with one bam, a burgage in Deansgate, and one 
messuage and 20 acres of land called Hopwood Cleydon, and two messuages and 34 
acres of land in Newham and Barton, held of John Lacy, Esq., lord of the manor of 
Manchester, and four burgages in Salford, held of the Queen, and messuages and lands 
in Sale, co. Chester. The Inquisition /tfj/ mortem of Randle Beck, taken 13th Marcli, 
1598-9, states that he had died seised of practically the same messuages, lands, &c. , 
and three closes of land in Lower Ardwick, Nicholas Mosley, Esq., being now lord of 
the manor, instead of Lacy.

' Nicholas Hartley, the son of Thomas Hartley, of Moss Side, Manchester, was a 
woollen draper in the town, who, having been successful in business, was now beginning 
to purchase lands in and near the town. His name occurs many times in these Records 
till his death in 1609. 
^ See p. 146. 

^ Ralph Byrom was found heir to his father, Ralph Byrom, of Salford, gent. , at the 
Court held 5th October, 1598 (see p. 141), when he was about 20 years of age. He died 
29th May, and was buried at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the 31st Jlay, 1599. 
He died unmarried, and was succeeded by his brother, Adam Byrom, who was then 13 
years of age. The Inquisition post inorlem of Ralph Byrom was taken at Leigh, 1st July, 
1600. Part of his estate consisted of messuages and lands in Little Lever, held under 
the manor of Manchester, and in connection with these the following indenture (which is 
preserved among the Trafford muniments) is of interest. 

" This indenture made 30 July 42 EHzabeth [1600] between Sir Nicholas Mosley, 
Knt, Lord Maior of the Cittye of London of the first part and Jane Byrom, of 
Salford co. Lane, widow, and Thomas Byrom, of the same town, clothier of the 
second part, Wittnesseth that whereas one Raphe Byrom, of Salford, gent, was in his 
life time amongst other things seised of divers lands, messuages &c in Little Leaver 
alias Darcy Leaver in the said county and died so seised about the 29th May 1599, 
without issue, after whose death the said lands descended to one Adam Byrom, 
brother and next heir of the said Ralph, being aged 14 years and 7 months at this 
present. And whereas by divers offices, ancient charters and chief rents therefore 
yearly paid to him, the said Sir Nicholas Mosley and also by a post inorlcm 
Inquisition lately found for the said Raufe Byrom, gent., deceased, it doth most 
evidently appear that the said lands are holden of the said Sir Nicholas as of his 
manor of Manchester by knights service viz by the 66th part of one knights fee and 
iSd per annum and that the said Ralph held no lands of the Queens Majesty and of 
no other person in knights service, whereby the wardship of the body of the said 
Adam and his marriage and custody, possession and profits of the said messuages 
and lands in Little Leaver during his minority, belong to the said Sir Nicholas as 
lord of the manor of Manchester. Now Sir Nicholas in consideration of ;^40 hath 
sold to the said Jane Byrom and Thomas Byrom, the said wardship, marriage, lands 
&c yielding annually the said l8d. And the said Jane and Thomas covenant to 
bring up and entertain the said Adam in good erudition, virtuous and decent 
qualities and to save his lands from all waste and intrusion. The said ^40 is to be 
paid in two instalments at the house of Charles Leigh [the Clerk of the Court Leet] 
at Manchester."

» At the Court held 5th October, 1598 (see p. 142), Edward Gee was returned as son 
and heir to his father, Henry Gee, and then of full age. 

= Sir Alexander Radcliffe, of Ordsall, Knt. , was the eldest son and heir of Sir John 
Radcliffe, of Ordsall, Knt., who died in February, 1589-90. (See p. 41.) He took an 
active part in the mihtary proceedings of the time, and was knighted "at y' sacking of 
Cadiz in Spaine on Sunday June 20 38th Ehzabeth [1596]," He was unfortunately 
slain in Ireland, 31st August, 1599, "at the Battle of Cunlew Hills." He died unmarried, 
and his next brother, William, "a captain in Ireland," having been there slain at the Fort 
of Blackwater in the previous year, he was succeeded by his next surviving brother, John. 
It is recorded of the latter that "he was knighted in Ireland in y" wars (shortly after 
S' Alexander his brothers death) being about 18 years of age and was thereby freed from 
wardship of his bodie by y" lawe.'' The will of Sir Alexander Radcliffe, dated 22nd 
March, 1598-99, was proved at Chester, 26th November, 1599. He refers to the various 
indentures he had made a few days previously for the due entail and settling of his estates, 
and names his brothers, John, Thomas, and Edmund, and his sisters, Margaret, "one of 
the Maids of Honour to her most excellent Majesty," Jane, and Anne Radcliffe. He also 
mentions his " loving cosen Marie Radcliffe one of the Honorable Maids of her Highness 
Bedchamber," and makes her and his servant, Thomas Gellibrand, his executors. His 
Inquisition /w/ mm-tem was taken 19th December, 1599. 

^ The name of Thomas Goodier (as it is now written) occurs not unfrcquently in the 
first volume of the Court Lcet Records. He was Boroughreevc from 30th September, 
1579, to 5th October, 1580, and one of the two Constables the following year. In his 
Inquisition fast mortem it is stated that he died seised of messuages and land.";, lately 
bought of George Proudlove and Adam Chadwick, and of an ancient inheritance descended 
to him, both held of Nicholas Mosley, Esq., as of his manor of Manchester. He also 
held lands in Newton Lane, bought of Ralph Slade. He married, for his second wife, 
Katherine, the widow of Ralph Sorocold, of Manchester. (See p. 84«. ) 
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Also the Jurye doc order that John Cowpe shall Amende his 
payemente [pavement] so that the water maye haue his Righte 
passage and not be offensyve to Rodger Bexwicke and that Rodger 
Bexwicke shall Repayre his hedge so that yt be not piudiciall to 
the sayde John Cowpe sub pena to eith' offendo' v' And the same to 
be done before mtelmas [Nov. 1 1] next in paine aforesaid.

' William Radcliffe, of Manchester, gent., the " Mr. Radcliffe " whose name so 
frequently occurs in these Records, was the son of James Radcliffe, of .Manchester, 
descended from Thomas de Radcliffe, living iemji Edward III. He married Elizabeth, 
only daughter and heiress of Mr. Fletcher, of Denbigh, by whom he had a large family. 
He resided at a house called the Pool Fold or Radcliffe Hall, situated not far from the 
Conduit, on a site near the present Nonconformist Chapel in Cross Street. His burial 
took place at the Collegiate Church, 20th March, 1599-1600, and he is described in the 
Register as "William Radcliffe, of the Conduit, gent." He seems to have held a very 
good position in the town, and is always designated as " Mr." or "gent.," and some- 
times as " Esquire." His will is not now preserved at Chester, and his Inquisition /losf 
t?iorleiit is not known.

^ The will of Roger Bexwick, of Manchester, yeoman, dated 4th April, 1598, was 
proved at Chester, 2lst November, 1599. He desired to be buried within the parish church 
of Manchester ; and bequeathed to Roger Bexwick, of London, son of Roger Bexwick, 
late of London, Salter, deceased, all his messuage and garden in the Fennell Street, in 
Manchester, "immediately after the death of Hugh Thorpe my brother-in-law," and

one part to myself, the second to Margaret, my wife, and the third to "my three 
children Hugh, Miles and Margaret Malone, wife of Simon Malone." He names his 
brother, Richard Bexwick, and his brother-in-law, Mr. Richard Green. His inventor)', 
which is over two yards in length, specifies the different articles in the %-arious rooms in 
his house. He was buried at Manchester the iSth October, 1599. Margaret, his wife, 
was a sister of John Bradford, the martyr ; and it is interesting to note that this will 
shows that she was the grandmother of William Malone (the son of Simon Malone), who 
was born in Manchester in 1592. He joined the Romish Church and wrote some books 
in her defence. He was Rector of the Irish College at Rome for six years, and died in 
August, 1659, whilst Rector of the Irish College at Seville.

' John Strangeways, of Strangeways, Esq., was returned as heir to his father, 
Thomas Strangeways, Esq., at the Court held 23rd April, 1590. (See p. 42.) He 
married EUzabeth, daughter of Alan Hulton, of Farnworth, co. Lane, Esq., who 
survived her husband, and by whom he had issue, a son and heir, Thomas, and John 
and Elizabeth, who died young. He died 24th December, and was buried at the 
Collegiate Church, 26lh December, 1600. His Inquisition post inorleiit was not taken 
till the 4th August, 1609, when it was returned by the Jury that he had died seised of a 
messuage and lands, &c., in Cheetham; certain lands called Blescroft, le Knolles, &c., 
and others in Manchester, and in Ardwick, Salford, and Withington. His total possessions, 
however, are so very much less than those held by his father in 1590 (see p. 42) as to lead 
to the conclusion that he must have parted with most of his ancestral lands in the few 
years he held the estate. Thomas Strangeways, his son and heir, was 17 years and lo 
months old at the date of the Inquisition. It is also stated that Elizabeth Strangeways, 
widow (late wife of John), Robert Goodyere, Robert Robinson, Nicholas Hartley, John 
Sorocold, John Houghton, all of Manchester, gentlemen, and Robert Radcliffe, of Man- 
chester, then deceased, had received the issues and profits of the premises above-mentioned 
from the time of the death of the said John till the date of the Inquisition. (Lancashire 
Inquisitions, Record Society.) In the text it should be noted that his son and heir is 
wrongly called John instead of Thomas.

^ At the Court held 30th September, 1577, the death of Thomas Leigh, of Highfield, 
was noted; and at the next Court, held 3rd April, 1578, the Jury returned that Richard 
Leigh was his son and heir, and then of full age. (See vol. i. , pp. 192 and 194.) He 
appeared at the next Court, held 7th October, 1578, and did his fealty, and was admitted 
tenant for lands in Farnworth and Kersley.

From the entry in the text it appears 
that he had a younger son, James, on whom he had settled liis Manchester property. 

^ The pedigree of the Slialcross family, of Manchester, is rather obscure. Richard 
Shalcross, of Manchester, who died before December, 1554, had by Anne, daughter and 
co-heir of George Trafford, of the Garrett, Esq. (probably his second wife), two sons, 
James, his son and heir, described as of Lichfield in 1573, and Richard Shalcross, who 
was living in Manchester in 1569. (See vol. i., pp. 15, 44;/, and 125.) This Richard 
Shalcross married (before 1582) Katherine, the widow of Richard Hunt, of Manchester, 
gent., and daughter of Sir Thomas Grosvenor, of Eaton, Knt. He resided at Lyniehurst, 
in the parish of Ashton-under-Lyne, and died in 1613. (Seepostea.J James Shallcross, 
of Manchester, gent., was buried at the Collegiate Church 2rst April, 1609, and the 
Richard Shalcross named in the text appears to have been his son and heir, and to have 
been called "the younger" to distinguish hini from his uncle.

' The death of George Birch had been announced at the Court held 8th April, 1602 
(see p. 179), when his son and heir was under age. Having now come of age he was 
ordered to attend the Court and do his suit and service. 

- Randle Massey was the son and heir of Hamlet or Haranet Massey, by his wife, 
Katherine, daughter and co-heir of Ralph Rudde, of Manchester. At the Court held 
4th October, 1559, he was returned as heir to his mother, Katherine, and then of full 
age. (See vol. i. , pp. 48 and 272.) He was buried at Manchester, 14th September, 
1603. His will is not known. 

^ At the Court held 3rd October, 1571, Henry Chetham was returned as heir to his 
father, James Chetham, and then of full age. (See vol. i. , p. 142.) He married Jane, 
daughter of Roger Wroe, of Heaton Gate, in Prestwich, by whom he had issue seven 
sons and two daughters. She survived him, and was buried at Manchester, 27th 
October, 1616. He himself died 2gth April, and was buried there May ist, 1603, being 
described in the Register as "Henry Chetham of Crumpsall householder." His will, 
dated 8th March, 1602-3, and proved at Chester, 4th May, 1603, has been printed by 
the Chetham Society (Lane. &-" Ches. Wills, iij., p. 164). He names his wife, Jane, 
his younger children, George, Humphrey, Ralph, and Alice, to whom he left the third 
part of his goods, his other younger children, Simon, and Ann, the wife of Daniel 
Travis, having already been paid their share. James, his son and heir, was then 
married, and had issue, and another son, Edmund, is stated to be then dead. Of these 
children, Edmund Chetham, M.A., High Master of the Manchester Grammar School, 
was buried at Manchester, January, 1602-3, ^"'^ Humphrey Chetham, "the Founder," 
is the well known Manchester benefactor. The Inquisition post mortem of Henry 
Chetham was taken at Newton, co. Lane, 25th August, 1603 He died seised of 
messuages and lands in Kersal, and in Manchester, the former held of the King, and the 
latter of Sir Nicholas Mosley, Knt. James Chetham, his son and heir, was aged 
30 years and upwards. (Lancashire Lnquisitions, Record Society, vol. iij. , p. 2. )

2IO COURT LEET RECORDS. 



[(tUancpe0^er*-(micMntaer, 1605,] 
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Probably for the first time in the annals of the town no Court 
Leet was held at Michaelmas, 1605. This was owing to a very 
violent outbreak of the PLAGUE, which, in this year, caused very 
great loss of life in Manchester and the neighbourhood. 

Hollinworth, in his Manainiensis (a MS. history of Manchester 
now preserved in the Chetham Library), writing about 1650, thus 
refers to it : — 

"Anno 1605. The Lord visited the towne (as 40 yeares before 
and 40 yeares after) w"' a sore pestilence ; there died about 1000 
p[ersons], amongst w''' was M' Kirk, chaplaine of the Colledge and 
his wife and foure children ; all the time of the sicknesse M' Burne 
preached in the towne so long as hee durst (by reason of the 
vnrulinesse of infected psons and want of gouerm' [government] and 
then hee went and preached in a feeld neere to Shooters brooke, the 
townespeople being on one syde him and the countrey people on 
another." 

It appears from the Burial Register of the Collegiate Church that 
by July 2 1st, 1605, 500 persons had been buried, by August 20th, 
700, and that by January 17th, 1605-6, the number of 1,000 had been 
reached. Nearly all of these had died of the Plague, but towards 
December those who had died from other causes are distinguished 
by the words "not of y'' plague" added after their names. 

The other visitations of the Plague in Manchester, referred to by 
Hollinworth, occurred in 1565 and 1645. In the former year he 
records: — "Anno 1565. There was a sore sicknesse in Manchester 
and about it of w'''' very many died." In the latter year he does not 
specially refer to it beyond the paragraph quoted above, but there 
is much on record about it from other sources.

- The death of John Radcliffe, of Manchester, mercer, was announced at the Court 
held 6th October, 15S6 (see p. 4), when Alexander, his son and heir, was 12 years of age. 

He married, at the Collegiate Church, 5th February, 1600-1, Isabel, daughter of 

Brownsword, of Manchester, by whom he had issue, two sons, John and Alexander, and 
three daughters, Margaret, Mary, and Ellen. He died 22nd March, and was buried at 
Manchester 24th March, 1607-8, being described in the Register as Alexander Radcliffe, 
of Stretford, gent. Like his father, he was a mercer in the town, but seems to have lived 
at Stretford, as he is described in 1606 as of " the Hall of Stretford." His Inquisition 
fosi mortem was taken 4th August, 1609, when it was returned that he had died seised 
of 4 burgages, an orchard, and 4 gardens in Marketsteedlane, and 6 acres of land near 
Jlarketsteedlane held of the King, as of his manor of Stanton Lacy, co. Salop, in socage 
by fealty only ; certain burgages and gardens in Deansgate held of Sir Nicholas Mosley, 
Knt., in socage, and a burgage, &c., in Marketsteedlane held of William Radcliffe, 
gentleman, in socage. John Radcliffe, his son and heir, was aged 4 years, 2 months, and 
6 days on the day of taking the Inquisition. (Lancashire IiiqiiisHions, Record Society, 
P- 133- )

October, 4th James [1606]. The Jury say that he died seised of 2 messuages, 2 barns, 
2 gardens, and 2 closes of land, containing about 5 acres, in Manchester ; and he, before 
his death, by the name of George Birch, of Detford, co.

Suits took 
place in the Palatine Court to recover this ;^200, and finally Edward Fleetwood, Esq., 
sheriff of Lancashire, on the 17th July last past, granted the said premises to the said 
Robert Goodier, as administrator to his father, out of which to pay the said £'2.00, and 
costs, &c., by virtue of which the said Robert Goodier then held the same, with reversion 
to the said Christopher Brown, and Elizabeth, his wife. These premises had been sold 
by Robert Goodier to William Birch of Manchester, draper. They were held of Sir 
Nicholas Mosley, Knt., as of his manor of Manchester, and the said Elizabeth was 30 
years old, and more. This Inquisition is not to be found in the Record Office, but a 
copy, signed by James Massey, the Deputy Escheator, is preserved amongst the muni- 
ments of the Corporation.

He was a "mercer" by trade, and 
married Margaret Goldsmith, who survived him till 1631. He served the office of Con- 
stable, October, 1584, to October, 1585, and from October, 1592, to October, 1593, and 
that of Boroughreeve from October, 1598, to October, 1599. He was buried at the 
Collegiate Church, 15th February, 1608-9. His will is not now preserved at Chester, 
but his inventory is to be found there. This, which is a very long document, is contained 
on eleven narrow skins of parchment, each about a yard long and very closely written. 
The inventory was taken 20th February, l6o8[-9], and was exhibited in the Court at 
Chester, 29th May, 1609. The total amounted to £2,"^^ 9s. 6d. , a very large sum in 
those days. There is a long list of the debts owing to him "by bill bound booke 
specialtye and other wayes," which occupies 3| sheets. Among the miscellaneous items

meadow, S acres of pasture, and 6 acres of wood in Great Lever ; and 353. rent in 
Manchester. His marriage settlement, dated 26th February, 1592-3, is recited, and his 
will, dated 22nd Februar}', 1609-10, which, however, contains no information of interest, 
but chiefly relates to the settlement of his estates in trust, to pay his debts. He died at 
Farnworth, 19th March, 1609-10, and the Jury returned that the manor of Farnworth 
and the capital messuage and the premises there, the manor of Rumford and the premises 
there, and the lands in Kersley were all held of Sir Nicholas Mosley, Knt. , as of his manor 
of Manchester. The lands, &c., in Bolton were held of William, Earl of Derby, Richard 
Sherburne, Esq., Ralph Ashton, Esq., and Jane Ainsworth, widow, as of their manor of 
Bolton, and the premises in Lever of Sir Richard Ashton, Knt. Thomas Hulton, his 
son and heir, was aged, on the day of taking this Inquisition, 9 years and 11 months. 
This Inquisition is not in the Record Office, but an official copy signed by the Escheator, 
Edward Rigby, Esq., is preserved among the muniments of the Corporation. 

^ Nicholas Hartley was a woollen draper in Manchester, the son of Thomas Hartle}', 
of Moss Side, near Manchester, who died in 1592. He was successful in business, and 
has already been noticed as the purchaser of lands in Manchester and neighbourhood. 
(See p. 152.) His will, dated 4th November, 1609, was proved in the Prerogative Court 
of Canterbury, London, 23rd February, 1609-10. He desired to be buried in the church 
of Manchester, mentions his wife Ellen, and settles his lands in tail male on his son and 
heir, Richard Hartley, with remainder to his 2nd son, John Hartley, his 3rd son, Nicholas 
Hartley, his 4th son, Thomas Hartley, his 5th son, George Hartley, in strict tail male, 
with remainder to Margaret and Elizabeth, his daughters. His eldest son was then 
under age. He also names his brother-in-law, Richard Fox, and his nephew, Thomas 
Hartley [who was the son and heir of his {the testator's) deceased brother, John Hartley], 
his cousin, Richard Hartley, of Chester, his brother-in-law, Edward Tickhill, and 
Margaret, the sister of his said nephew, Thomas Hartley. He also refers to William 
and George Barker, children of his sister, Anne Barker, and to Richard, Thomas, 
Nicholas, and Jane Shelmerdyne, the children of his sister Elizabeth. He mentions his 
brothers-in-law, Richard Foxe, Edward Tickhill, James Foxe, and Roger Langton, his 
cousin, Arnold Royle, and the latter's sister, Margaret Coppock. "Also I give and 
bequeath to 12 poor men, 12 gownes and unto 12 poor men 12 coates and unto 12 poor 
women 12 gownes made of Rugge;" and he leaves a bequest "for the bestowing of 
Cloakes upon any of my friends at the time of my death. " Certain money is also to be 
paid to produce I2d. a week, to be paid to the churchwardens of Manchester for ever, 
to be given away every Sabbath day in bread for the relief of the poor in Manchester 
and Salford. One of the witnesses to the will is Edward Tacey, one of the chaplains of 
the College. The above is a very brief abstract of this long will, which fills six sheets. 
There is a copy of it in the Probate Court, Chesten

Lane. , both of 
which were held of Sir Nicholas Mosley, Knt. , as of his manor of Manchester, in socage 
by fealty and a rent of i8d. for Turton and I2d. for Dalton. He died at Southwark, 
CO. Surrey, on the 29th May, 1612, and John Orrell, his son and heir, was 24 years of 
age.

■^ Randle Barton, of Smithells, Esq. , was returned as the next heir to his brother, 
Ralph Barton, Esq., at the Court held 19th April, 1593. (See p. 69.) His Inquisition 
post iiwrtem, which is a document of great length, was taken at Bolton on the 15th April, 
1612, when the Jury returned that he had died seised of the manors of Tingreave [in 
Eccleston parish] and Flixton, and messuages and lands in Halliwell, Smithells, LostockJ 
and various parts of Lancashire.

Whereas by a forr3 order made at Michas Leete, in the sixte 
yeare of the kinges Ma" Reigne that now ys, yt was orderred that 
Roberte Becke genr, and "V^'iltm kenyon, or the one of theym, should 
before xpas [Christmas] then nexte ffollowinge, make and sett a pale 
vppon the landes of the saide Roberte Becke, betwixte the saide 
landes, and the ffreehoulde of James Glou [Glover], nowe in the 
holdinge of James Hunte And because yt hath not bene pformed. 
Therefore the Jurye doe furth' order, that the saide Pale be soe sett, 
by the saide Roberte Becke, and Wiftm kenyon before Candlemas 
[Feb. 2] nexte sub pena eith'' of theym tenne shillinges.

[his grandfather], of messuages and lands in Manchester, Denton, Farnworth, and 
Hulton, held of Rowland Mosley, Esq., as of his manor of Manchester, and lands, &c. , 
in HeatoD, Wigan, and Harper's Hey, in Manchester. His post-nuptial settlement is 
referred to, and it is stated that he died on the 6th September, 1613, and that Jdam Hulton 
his son and heir, was si.x years of age on the Sth July, 1613. — (Lancashire Inquisitions, 
Record Society. )

James Fox the younger, and his niece, Alice Fox, and their heirs, the latter being the 
children of his brother-in-law, James Fox, of Manchester. He also names his wife Alice 
and his brother-in-law, Richard Fox. Legacies of a *' unite of gold of two and twenty 
shillings" to be made into rings, are bequeathed to Mr. Doctor Bate, his brothers-in- 
law, Richard Fox and James Fox, his sister-in-law, Ellen Hartley, Mr. Humphrey Booth, 
Mr. .Samuel Tipping, and his cousin, Thomas Brownsword. To his servant, Edward 
Holbrooke, he bequeated .^^lo, and ;i^io to the poor of Manchester. This will was 
proved at Chester 17th Septembtr, 1616. The will of Alice Tickhill, his widow, dated

' It should here be noticed that since the last Court was held, 2nd September, 1616, 
the death of Rowland Mosley, Esq. , lord of the manor of Manchester, had occurred. 
Rowland Mosley, Esq., the son and heir of Sir Nicholas Mosley, Knt., succeeded 
his father as lord of the manor of Manchester in 1612 (see p. 27S) when he was about 
52 years of age. He was twice married, first to Anne, daughter of Humphrey Haughton, 
of Manchester, gent., who was buried at Didsbury 27th May, 1613, by whom he had two 
children, a son, John, who died young in 1594. and a daughter, Margaret, who married 
William Whitmore, of Apley, co. Salop, Esq. He was married, secondly, at the Collegiate 
Church, Manchester, 15th December, 1613, to Anne, daughter of Francis Sutton, of 
Sutton, near Macclesfield, Esq., by whom he had a son and heir, Edward, and a daughter, 
Anne. In 15SS he purchased Houghend Hall, in Withington, near Manchester, from 
Nicholas Longford, Esq., and in 1597 he acquired the manors of Withington and Hough 
from Sir Robert Cecil, Knight. He was High Sheriff of Lancashire in 1616, and was 
buried at Didsbury nth March, 1616-17. His Inquisition pos/ mortem was taken at
